Though the Services Were Simple His 
Funeral Was Markedly Impressive. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON AND CABINET 
IN ATTENDANCE. 


Representatives of Foreign Lands Join 
With the Statesman’s Family in Fay- 
ing Tribute to His Memory—The 
Casket Lay on a Bed of Roses—Pro- 
cession to the Church of the Covenant 
~—Final Sad Ceremony—Conveyed to 
the Tomb. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 30.—Mr. Blaine 
could not have a private funeral. Every 
effort was made tocomply with his own un- 
derstood wishes, and with the expressed de- 
sires of his faraily in this regard, but the 
surging wave of public interest swept over 
the barrier imposed and made his private 
funeral one of the most impressive of public 
Gemonstrations in honor of the dead. 

The most eminent men inthe nation stood 
around his bier. All business inthe nation’s 
Capitol was suspended during the period 
when the funeral services were in progress. 
The presence of the President and Cabinet 
and Supreme Judges and high officials of 
Congress and of the Diplomatic Corps was 
not more significant than the homage of the 
waiting crowds, who in respectful silence 
lined the streets throygh which the funeral 
cortege passed. 

The parlor onthe second floor, where the 
body lay in its cedar casket, closely sealed, 
was fairly embowered with floral tributes. 

ON A BED OF KOSES. 

The casket itself rested ona huge bed of 
roses, violets, palm leaves and ferns, sent 
by Mrs. Emmons Blaine, about nine feet long 
by four feet wide, the flowers artistically 
giving the combination of colors and design 
ofan Oriental rug. A large ship of State, 
sent by the Knights of Reciprocity, was 
near by, and around the pedestals on which 
the coffin rested and upon the coffin itself 
were a wreath of orchids aud roses from 
President Harrison, a wreath of white roses 
from Mrs. Zach Chandler; a wreath of vio- 
lets, tied with ribbons,from James G. Blaine, 
Jr.;a garland of violets from Mrs. Eugene 
Hale, which was placed on the casket; a 
wreath of roses and violets from Mr. Louls 
Dent, Consul to Kingston, Jamaica, former- 
ly Mr. Blaine’s priuate secretary ; 
a large wreath of violets and white 
orchids from Mrs. Rk. R. Hitt, an

Though aconcourse of several th

Eleven o’clock was the hour named for the 
simple service of prayer which was to pre- 
cede the removal of the body to the church 
forthe more public rites. It was only a few 
minutes after that hour when the mourners

Behind him 
came the honorary’ pall-bearers, two 
abreast, Senators Hale and Frye, the rep- 
resentatives of the deadjman’s State, leadiag 
the way. e bo bearers moved at 
ameasured pace towora the chancel ratl, 
where they deposited the casket amid the 
rofusion of flowers.: The family followed 
he body and took the front. seat on 
the left near the remains. More dis- 
tant Kinsfolk relatives, intimate friends, the 
President and his Cabinet and the other 
members of the funeral party, who were at 
the house, came in after the family 
and were seated in the pews re- 
served for them. When all were 
seated the deep peels of the organ ceased, 
and Dr. Hamlin, from his place in the pulpit, 
began the church serviees with the reading 
of selections from the Scriptures. 

The reading finished, prayer was offered up 
by Dr. Hamlin. At the close of the prayer 
the funeral procession once more f rmed and 
the body was conveyed to Oak Hill Cemetery 
and there laid to rest.

Minister, Mott Smith Strongly Favors 
the Purpose of the Mission.

NO FOREIGN GOVERNMENT MUST GET 
-CON TROL OF THE I#LAND. 


Its Great Commercial Importance to the 
United Stat@s—Commissioner Castie’s 
Telegram From Mr. Whitney — He 
Thinks Cleveland Will Lend a Willing 
Ear to Their Petition—London Press 
Comment. . 


WasnineToy, D. © , Jan. 30.—The funeral 
of James G. Blaine subordinates everything 
else of pubiic interest at the capital to-day, 
but there has been a great deal of comment 
on the Hawaiian episode, despite the fact 
that public offices are closed and officials 
almost inaccessible, Chairman Blount of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs when 
asked of the pfobaDilities of annexation and 
method of procedure, said: 

‘*Itis impossible to state. There is no 
precedent, but Jf the Provisional Govern- 
ment be recognized and we want to annex 
that country we whl find a way to: do it, 
The President cangot annexit and the con- 
stitution provides no means. But Congress 
can by anactannexit. The nearest thing of 
the kind was the Louisiana purchase, which 
was recognized by Jefferson as extraordinary 
legislation. 

‘*‘Inasmuch asthe scheme has gone thus 
far I don’t know as tbere is any harm in tell- 
ing you that a delegation from the Hawalian 
Legislature came here last year and talked 
over the questionof annexation with the 
Foreign Affairs Committee. But nothing was 
done about it. There will be some discussion 
asto whether we wantto annex the Sand- 
wich Islands. Thére may be a difference of 
opinion on thategoint. The only certain 
thing about it alligthat we do not want any 
other countries to get control of them.’’ 

Minister Mott Smith attended Mr. Blaine’s 
funeral, but he found time to say to your 
correspondent: 

‘*In 1887 the King of Hawafl was given al- 
most absolute power, He could appoint and 
dismiss his ministers at will, and had no re- 
strictions placed upon him, This, of course, 
could not last,anad the people took this 
power away from King Kalakaua and 
adopted a new constitution,. which the 
sovereign was oGbliged to sign. The 
native element ha always chafed under 
the limitation wh was placed on their 
rulers, Yielding to these mutterings of dis- 
content, the Queen, I suppose, very probably 
attempted to pygthe old order of thfhgs in 
Yorce. There a © many Yankees and En- 
glishmen in the Kingdom, however, to spb- 
mit to this, and asa consequence she finds 
herself dethroned and hercountry practically 


‘a republic.’’ 


Thurston, he said, the leader of the com- 

mission, is a gifted young lawyer of 35,a 
leader atthe Honolulu bar and in politics. 
He took a prominent part in 
the reform movment in Hawali and 
was practically at the head of the Cabinet 
in 1889-90. He gives more promise of future 
prominence than any other man in Honolulu, 
although he failed to keepthe reform party 
together, a task calling for moreof the gifts 
and graces of the politicianthan he has yet 
acquired. Heisa manof the purest charac- 
ter and 1s a grandson of the ploneer mission- 
ary, Thurston. 
Dole,the new President of Hawall isa native 
of the Islands, and isason of afemale mis- 
sionary. He is well-Known, having served 
in the Legislature many times and in other 
offices. He is inclined to be a Radical, and at 
the time of his appointment as President was 
second associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Hawall. He is about 4 
years of age a well capable of 
ruling. He favors ann tion to the United 
States, and his appointment of Commis- 
sioners for negotiating with the United 
States shows how he feels. President Dole 
married an American girl—Miss Cate, of 
Maine. 

The present relations between the islands 
and the United States are not entirely satis- 
factory to the Hawaiians, for the reasqn that 
the enactment of the McKinley bill, mutting 
raw sugar on the free list and: patting a 
bounty on American sugar, has hada very 
disastrous effect onthe sugar planters. HBe- 
fore the enactment of the McKinley law the 
Hawaiians were by special treaty put on ex- 
actly the same basis as growers of sugar in 
the United statesand their product,was ad- 
mitted free of all duty. The McKinley bill 
put the Hawallan sugar-growers on the 
same basis as all other foreign growers of 
sugar and gave thosein the United States 
the advantage ofthe bounty. The result has 
been that many of the suzar plantations have 
ceased to pay and a number of the planters 
have tried other tropical products with good 
success. Annexation would therefore help 
the islands. 

Honolulu is the only cross-roads of the 
North Pacific, and the North Pacific will be 
the chief region of American commerce. This 
port ig wholly alone in its commanding 
position. It has absolutely no com- 
petitor, From the Marquesas to the 
Aleutians Hawaii is the only land in that 
tremendous oceaD expanse west of America 
where a ship can call within a space of 
4,500 miles from San Francisco and 6,200 
from Nicaragua. At those distances, but 
far south of the route, lies the poor little 
haven of Jaluit, and a little ‘beyond’ it 
that of Strong’s Island. These are over 
2,000 miles beyond Hawaii. Scarcely 
anywhere else OM the globe does there 
stretch so vast @N expanse of ocean abso- 
lutely devoid of land, as that which rolls un- 
broken by reef or islet between Hawaii and 
America. From any point between Panama 
and Ssitka a bird flying westward shall 
find no inch Of firm rest for her 
foot until Hawall is reached. Beyond 
Honolulu there !8 no port avatiable 
except Guam, and that is only 2,500 miles 
east of Hong Kong, while being 5,500 from 
San Francisco and 7,500 from Nicaragua, 
Honolulu alone suitably divides the dis- 
tances, beiDg 4,250 from Nicaragua and 4,900 
from Hong Kong. Jaluit, Strong’s Island 
and Bonabe are too far south of the route 
to be considered. By the geographical ne- 
cessity of the case everything cen- 
ters at Honolulu, as the only port of 
call. It is true that steamships can make the 
run of 9,000 miles from Nicaragua to Hong- 
Kong or Yohohama without replenishing 
their punkers. It will not, however, ordin- 
arily pay to do that. The storage of the

LOOKING TO OLEVELAND. 


THE HAWAIIAN COMMISSIONNRS MAY WAIT FOR 
THE CHANGE AT WASHINGTON. 


San FRANCISCO, Cal,, Jan. 80.—News of the 
overthrow of the monarchical Government 
of Hawali and the arrival ofthe commission 
to urge the United States to annex the 
isiands is the chief topic of interest in this 
city and throughout the coast. There wasa 
conference last night between members 
of several firms in this city and the 
commissioners, The commissioners ex- 
plained the purpose of the revo- 
lutionary movement in detail and de- 
clared that on the day the Queen was over- 
thrown the only thing that prevented an out- 
break among the natives was the landing of 
the sailors and mariners from the United 
States steamer Boston. Aftera full discus- 
sion, the business men present agreed to take 
concerted action In urging Congress to annex 
the islands. The commissioners in haste 
to reach Washington and left here on the 
overland train over the Central Pacific at 5 
o’clock. They will leave Ogden over the 
Union Pacific on Tuesday, and arrive in 
Washington at 2:30 p. m. Friday. -« 

Before their departure, oneof the commis- 
sioners, W. C. Castile, said: ‘‘I have received 
a dispatch that satisfies us that President- 
elect Cleveland looks favorably upon our 
proposal. This, naturally, has given great 
encouragement to us,’’

‘*Our commission gives us no authority to 
go beyond the United States,’’ replied Mr. 
Castle. ‘‘If we cannot arrange terms with 
the Unitea States Government we will return 
home. Then if the islands have to turn to 
England a commission will be-sent there, but 
we hope that will never be necessary.’’ 

‘*How long will you remain in Washing- 
ton?’’ 

**Until we learn definitely of the reception 
or rejection of our offers; should President 
Harrison’s Administration not give us the 
answer we desire, we will in all probability 
remain until we can get another try—in other 
words, we will wait for Mr. Cleveland to as- 
sume controland will resubmit omr case to 
the new Administration.’’ 

**You have stated that you have reassuring 
information concerning Mr. Cleveland's posi- 
tion in the premises. Can you give more 
definitely the nature of this assurance?’’ 

**Well, immediately upon our arrival here 
Isent a personal telegram to Mr. Whitney 
asking him to place our matter before the 
President-elect ana learn how he considered 
it. To-day I received a reply from Mr. Whit- 
ney. While Ilobviously cannot make public 
the reply, it being in no sense an official or 
public document, I will say that it was most 
satisfactory to us.’’

RELIES ON ENGLAND. 


THE QUEEN OF HAWAII SENT A MESSAGE TO THE 
HBRITIS GOVERNMENT, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal,, Jan. 30.—The state- 
ment is made here that the deposed walian 
Queen has sent cable advices to the 
British Government at London, via 
New Zealand, concerning the situation at 
Honolulu. The evening of Monday, the iéth, 
the steamer Alemeda sailed from Honolulu 
to kidney.

Will Not Be Renewed. 

PANAMA, Jan, 30.—An eminent Colombian, 
high in the affairs of state, assures a cor- 
respondent that no action will be taken on 
M. Mange’s application fora new concession 
for the Panama Canal Co., upon which Con- 
gress lately empowered Vice-President Card 
foact until United States Minister Abbott 
reaches Bogota. 

In the decision Colombia will be largely in- 
fluenced by the friendly counsel of the United 
States Consul. 

Colombians are now satisfied that the 
French company cannot complete the canal 
without aid from the French Government. A 
further concession Is, therefore, considered 
in the nature of lost time, 

When the concession lapses next month It 
is probable that the Government of Colombia 
Will take immediate possession of the canal 
and the visible assets of thecompany. If 
this is done the Colombian Government ex- 
pects the aid of the United States,if neces- 
sary. This expectation is based on the 
treaty with the United States, by which that 
Government is bound to protect the interests 
of ColomDia. 

Anew concession may be granted to an 
American and British syndicateif it is anx- 
jous to secure it. If not the Coiumbian Goy- 
ernment may undertake to complete the 
work asa national enterprise. In that case 
they would let the contract for its comple- 
tlon to the lowest responsible bidder. Ifthe 
Government should undertake the work, 
the payment forit would be arranged by is- 
suing special canal bon'‘ls. 
Should the Untlted States 
especial privileges on the Isthmus, not 
assured by the treaty of

Filley Says He Will Take an Active 
Part in the Campaign. 


HE DECLARES. THAT HE HAS NO 
PARTICULAR CHOICE FOR MAYOR. 


He Intends to Show an Active 
Interest in the Making Up of the 
Tieket, He Will Not, He Says, Go 
to the Convention—The Bernheimer 
Button. i. 

Chauncey I. Filley has decided that he has 
not been eliminated either from national, 
State or city politics, and will take an active 
interest in city politics this spring. In order 
to ascertain bis position inthe coming city 


election,a Post-DISPATCH reporter called on 


him at his residence, 2700 Chestnut street, this 
morning, where he was foundin his library 
arranging his volumes of “political science,’’ 
which had been slightly disturbed on Satur- 
day night during the festivities par- 
ticipated in by the Republican members of 
the Thirty-seventh General Assembly. 
When askedifhe intended taking an active 
interest in the city campaign he replied, 
after paying his respects to certain city poll- 
ticians: 

**Yes, an active interest. Why not? Why 
should notevery citizen? .Is it not his duty? 
The city belongs to thecitizens. It is theirs 
to handle and control. If they donot (the 
majority and decent and property owning 
majority) it is their fault, is it not, if its 
interests are mismanaged? Every citizen 
has the right as well as the privilege to have 
his say so and part in the selection and nom- 
Ination of candidates, by attending prima- 
ries and voting for such delegates as he 
chooses, to represent him in his party con 
ventions, and if he negiects this primary 
duty he should ever after hold his 
mouth and peace, in surrendering to 
others, through his own neglect, 
the management of his party convention 
and nominations and subsequent election or 
defeat. Ihave always taken an interest in 
elections and never failed to vote atone. 
True, I’d Deen nominated and elected tothe 
positions of Mayor and delegate to the Con- 
stitutional Conveution of 1865, and even 
down to 1868, before I had attended a primary 
in this city, and I became a voter here in 1851. 
Since that year, aye, evenin the fall, I com- 
menced attending primaries and kept it up 
until restricted by the civil service rules 
ana orders, during and after 1876 down to 
the time I was holding a Federal 
office, which carried it into the 
1888 campaign, when I became somewhat 
participating and active again. Politics is 
the science of the American Government and 
every personin and underit should be edu- 
cated to it. It is not dishonorable 
or disreputable, . unless permitted to 
be so by those whose duty it its to 
keep it cleanand reputable; keep it unself- 
ish and for the general good. That is what 
governmentis for. Hencelhave and shall 
take continued interest in city poiltics.’’ 

SAY HE HAS NO CHANCE. 

‘*But tt is understood, Mr. Filley, that you 
have a candidate for Mayor. Isit nota fact 
that you are inclined to support Mr. Samp- 
son for the numination?’’ 

‘*Flat-footed and without reservation, I 
shall not favor any of allof the seriously 
talked of and avaliable candidates for a 
nomination, all being personally my friends 
and lam personally theirs. So that which- 
ever be nominated will sult me to support 
actively and earnestly after nomination for 
election, but not actively for nomina- 
tion. It makes no difference individually to 
me who is nominated, for 1 have no personal 
favors to seek now, as I never have from any 
city official. Iam not seeing an appointive 
or an elective office, and no Mayor, whom- 
soever he be, can vive meone. I’m perfectly 
content and satisfied to be ‘eliminated.’ 
When I have sought to aid ae good 
Republican to secure an appointment 
it was Wwvercause he deserved it and 
was competentand had done something to 
Ceserve it, not that he proposed to ao so, if 
he gotanappointment. And nomanin the 
city has sought to secure fewer, who was ae 
Litled to secure any, than my self, I det: 
what is called personal appointments, hase 
that are sousxht and made to bul! d up 
a personal following for any clique, 
incividual or personal interest. My 
action proves this, whenever I 
hec and exercised tle control and power of 
appointments. Then every element, nation- 
ality and race was treated fairl; and in pro- 
portion to its element and rights without 
discrimination. Of course I had to, in 
uch a distribution, when nominations 
were on, aid in the selection and 
election of prominent and known personai 
antagonists—prominent SIIKs or Filley-kill- 
ers like Lyne T. “ietcalfe and others, Take 
the case of Emile Thomas, who was nomi-

THE IRISH HOME RULE BILL AND 
OTHER NATIONAL MEASURES. 


—— 


Salisbury and His Allies: Will Begin a 
Weron the Gladstone Government— 
The Reply to the Address Will Bristle 
With Amendments—The Occupation of 
Egypt and Uganda. 


LonNDON, Jan. 80.—As finally drafted and 
approved in Cabinet council and formally 


sanctioned by the Privy Council, the Queern’s | 
speech to Parliament to-morrow will presen | 


such a mass of legislative proposals as would 
task a septennial Parliamentto get through 
with. It is generally conceded that at the 
utmost the life of Mr. Giadstone’s Govern- 
ment will not last donger than two years, 
and there are not lacking those who predict 
that it will not last longer than six 
months. Therefore if it passes any one 
of the great measures that will be announced 
in the Queen’s speech, it will distinguish 
itself. The text of the speech will be com- 
municated as usual to those present at the 
ministerial dinners and to the leaders of the 
Conservative and Liberal Union opposition. 
Besides promising the introduction of the 
Irish legislative bill, an electoral registra- 
tion reform billanda county council reform 
measure, the speech will intimate that a 
licensing reform measure, a local option 
scheme, a bill dealing with the election of 
county magistrates and pruposals af- 
fecting the established church of Scot- 
land and the church in Wales 
will be offered for the consideration of Par- 
liament. Next legislation will be provided 
to extend the powers of the London County 
Council and a Board of Trade measure ex- 
panding ths functions of the present Labor 
Bureau. Keference will be made to the new- 
ly formed Royal Commission on Poor Law Re- 
lief, which is to deal withthe old age pen- 
sion question, tothe Indian Currrency Com- 
mission as atout to present a report to 
Parliament and allusion made to a royal 
commission to inquire into the land question 
of Wales. Theattention of the House will 
be asked tothe report of the Irish Evicted 
Tenants, Commission and the Government’s 
proposals based thereon. Allusion 
will be avoided regarding agitation 
for the release of dynamite convicts and Irish 
political prisoners, except ina guarded ref- 
erence to general measures which aim at 
permanent peace in Ireland. Referring to 
international matters, the speech will hope- 
fully remark on the Bhering Sea arbitration 
about to open in Paris, to the timely settle- 
ment of the recent ministerial crisis in Cairo 
and the restoration of harmony with the 
Khedive, andtothe monetary conference at 
Brussels as assisting the Government repre- 
sented fully to understand each other’s views 
regarding the condition of home and foreign 
trade, the speech is understood to be more 
optimistic than might have been expected. 
The relations of Her Majesty’s Government 
with all foreign powers will be declared sat- 
isfactory, and hopeful reference made to the 
future of commerce between the United King- 
dom and the Colonies. 

Bland as the phrasing ofthe speech is said 
to be, notan announcement init but means 
achallenge to the opposition. Lord Salis- 
bury anda bis late colleagues have been in 
conference, and have determined, in con- 
junction with the Duke of Devonshire and 
Mr. ChambDerlain, to open war upon the Gov- 
ernment without delay. Both the ministeri- 
alists and the opposition take the Govern- 
ment programme not so much as an invita- 
tion to actual work in Parliament as an elec- 
toral platform for the next appeal to the 
country. Sothe Unionists have determined 
that even at the risk of forcing a dissolution, 
which they would regard as inopportune, 
they must combat the Government at every 
point. 

The debate on the address will bristle with 
amendments. Mr. Chamberlain will raise at 
once the home rule question by an amend- 
ment denying the advisability of a separate 
Irish legislature. Mr, Labouchere threatens 
amendments on the retention of Uganda and 
the continued occupation of Egypt. Mr. 
John Redmond has his motion as to Irish 
prisoners, and Mr. James Lowther has an 
amendment regarding destitute aliens. Mr. 
Kier Hardie wants to condemn the Govern.- 
ment as overlooking the claims of the labor 
party, and the pubDlicans’ friends in the 
House, still a powerful section, will prepare 
an amendment protesting against inter. 
ference with their vested rights. 

Unless the House grows fierce with im. 
patience, it will have some three weeks’ 
palaver to go through before Mr. Gladstone 
can get an opportunity of introducing his 
home rule bill. 

Messrs. McCarthy, Sexton and Dillon have 
in-a hesitating way approved the clausein 
the home rule rule bill reserving the contro]! 
of the land question to the Imperial Parlia- 
ment fora fixed number of years. But they 
differ with Mr. Gladstone as to the period 
during which the Irish Legislature hasto 
wait. Mr. Gladstone proposes ten years. 
The Irish leaders think five too long, and 
demand three with further advances from 
the imperial exchequer under the land pur- 
chase act, so asto reconcile their constit- 
uents toany delay whatever. 

It is Goubtful whether Mr. Gladstone wil] 
be able to get the bulk of his supporters in 
the House to assent to any further grant, 
and the Irish members will reject the clause 
without its financial appendix. 

It will thus be seen that while the proposal 
may not absolutely wreck the Dill, it will ada 
further peril to its passage. 


THE ANGLO-AMERICAN BANK. 


FORMER OFFICIALS ON TRIAL FOR ALLEGED 
MISAPPROPRIATION OF FUNDS. 

Paris, Jan. 30.—There is great interest in 
the Anglo-American colony in Paris in the 
trial which commenced in the Assize Court 
to-day. Threeformer officials ofthe Angio- 
American Bank are charged with having 
misappropriated funds ofthe Dank. The ex. 
officials are James H. Hobson and Samuel J. 
Gorman, both Americans, and Francois 
Martinelli, an Italian. Gorman and Mar. 
tinelli will not attend in court, as they are 
beyond its jurisdiction. Hobson alone will 
appear to answer the charge. 

The Anglo-American Bank was founded 
some four yearsago with the object of es. 
tablishing branches in various cénters of 
America and Kurope, doing a géneral bank- 
ing business. The head office Is at New York, 
the European branchin Paris. Mr. Gorman 
became its President, Mr. Hobson was made 
manager and Mr. Martinelli cashier. The 
bank commenced operations in June, 1889. 

At a general meetingjof shareholdersjin New 
York last year it was resolved that Gorman, 
Hobson and s\iartinelli should be replaced. 
_The police authorities in Paris ordered that 
an examination ofthe bank’s books should 
be made by anexpert. Theresult was that 
Hobson who bad remained in Paris was ar- 
rested. Itis alleged that Hobson, whose 
salary was 8,000 francsa year, with interest 
and profits, appropriated something over 
$),000 francs of the funds of the bank. Hob- 
son Genies this, and similar charges are 
made against Gorman and Martinelli.

Archbishop Kenrick’s Attendants Be- 
lieved That He Was Dying. 


FATHER PANKIN SUMMONED TO AD- 
MINISTER THE LAST SACRAMENT. 


The Venerable Prelate Rallied From the 
Attack andis Now Believed to be Out 
of Danger—Has Been Confined to Fed 
for a Few Days-—Dr. Gregory’s State- 
ment. 


A hasty summons received yesterday morn- 
ing by Rev. Fr. Pankin, rector of St. Eliza- 
beth colored Catholic Church, to goto Arch- 
bishop Kenrick’s residence, prepared to ad- 
minister the last sacramentsto the octoge- 
narian prelate, was the first intimation to 
the outside world that for several days his 
Grace has been very seriously ill. Fr. Pankin 
answered the call instantly, but when he 
reached the archiepiscopal mansion, No. 
3810 Lindell avenue, the Archbishop 
was out of danger, and he agreed with Fr. 
Pankin that there was no need forthe ad- 
ministration of the extreme unction. e 

The Archbishop’s illness dates from Friday 
afternoon, when he was taken very sudden- 
ly with achill. The attack was unexpected 
because Archbishop Kenrick has been very 
careful to avoid exposure. Hence his attend- 
ants looked upon, his 
possible germ of soine fatal 
disease, which the Archbishop in his ad- 
vanced years could not withstand. The chill 
was followed by a fever, and Dr. E. H. 
Gregory,the Archbishop’s regular physician, 
was called without further delay. The phy- 
sician did allin his power to break the fever 
and to stave offany serious ailment, such as 
typhoid, which might set in. 


HIS ATTENDANTS ALARMED. 

So serious did the Archbishop’s attendants 
consider his illness that they sent first for 
his confessor, Fr. Pankin, who resides at No. 
809 North Fourteenth street, and thento the 
rector of the St. Louls University, Rev. Fr. 
Grimmelsman. The latter instructed Fr, 
Kiely to see whether Fr. Bronsgeest, the 
parish priest of St. Francis Xavier’s Church, 
was at hand to go to the Archbishop. 
¥r,. Bronsgeest was engaged in hear- 
ing confessions in the church and 
Fr. Kiely htimse!f hastened up the boule- 
vard from the university on Grond avenue 
to the Archbishop’s house. The fever had 
not reached its climax, nor had any danger- 
ous symptoms been observed when Fr, 
Kiely called and he concluded that there was 
no necessity for the administration of the 
sacrament for the dying, although he was 
prepared for this sad and serious ceremony. 
The Archbishop’s colored valet remained 
steadily with the sick manall Friday night, 
Saturday and Saturday night, at which time 
the faithful attendant thought it imperative 
upon himto send for Fr. Pankin, and he 
went in person forhim yesterday morning, 
As already detailed, Fr. Pankin found that 
the Archbishop had improved very mueh 
when he arrived at the house yesterday. 

FR. PANKIN’S STATEMENT. 

When asked to-day about the Archbishop’s 
illness, Fr..Pankin sald: ‘‘Il went to see his 
grace yesterday morning. <Asiam his con- 
fessor, I visit him once a week regularly, but 
yesterday morning the Archbishop’s colored 
attendant brought me a messageto goat 
once to his grace, and I went in readiness to 
give him extreme unction, because my 
information was that he was 
very sick. But he was better when 
I got there andiIsaw no need for the giving 
ofthe sacrament and the anointing, which 
is reserved forthe dying. I have been in- 
formed that the Archbishop was stricken 
with chills and intermitting fever on Friday 
and there was a fear that the fever was the 
forerunner of typhoid fever or some other 
disease which might prove fatal. But I 
think thatthe danger is past for when I 
was with the Archbishop yesterday he 
gave his colored attendant leave to retire to 
rest, because he had been steadily at the 
Archbishop’s side since Friday. The Arch- 
bishop was in beG yesterday when I called. 
Iexpect that I shali visit him again to-day.’’ 

WHAT DR. GREGORY SAYS. 

Dr. Gregory, the Archbishop’s physician, 
isalways averse to alarmist or disturbing 
to the prelate’s 
health. To-day he saidthe Archbishop had 
achill-and a fever Friday, but there was 
no immediate danger of typhoid fever. 


He is a man of wonderful recuperative 
powers, and hence he ls outof alldanger. [| 
have not seen him since yesterday.’’ Asthe 
ere is 86 years old, achill and fever 
which confines him to his bed Is at all times a 
danger, and his friends and attendants had 
4 reason to become uneasy wien the at- 
tack of gb a A came so unexpectealy, 
The death of the Archbishop would be de- 

lored by the whole community, because 

e isas much distinguished as a man of 
strong character and of high attainments as 
he is exalted on account of his office. The 
choice of his assistant and future successor is 
pending in Rome at the present time, and if 
his grace were taken uff now the diocese 
would be foratime ina peculiar position, 
The Vicars-General Frs. Brady and \iuehi- 
siepen would hold the ecciesiastical reins 
until the Coadjutor was named and instalied.

A CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION, 


Dispute About the Legality of the Strest 
T xation Bill Now Pending. 


A question of constitutional law has been 
raised by Judge Thomas Morris, in an in- 
official way of course, upon the Dill now 
in the State Legislature which proposes to 
remove the 25 per cent restriction now exist- 
ing when it becomes necessary to tax prop- 
erty for improving a street. 


The bill is very short and occupies but little 
room, but it will have a far-reaching effect, 
as there area zreat many streets which ure 
now unimproved which cannot be touched 
because 2. per cent of the assessed valuation 
will not pay forthe street and because the 
city is notina position to pay the excess. 
With the new bill whichis really an amend- 
ment of the city charter, upon a petition of 
the property holders, the street can be im- 
proved regardiess of what per cent of the 
nssessed value of the adjoining property the 
cost foots up. The bill if passed is to become 
a law immediately. 

This is an amendment of the city charter 
pure and simple, and Judge Morris holds that 
this cannot be done save by a three-fifths 
vote of the voters of the city, and that the 
State Legislature cannot amend the local 
charter. 

City Counselor Marshall, on the other hand, 
says thatthe Constitution of the State, sec. 
25, art. 9, states plainly that the Legislature 
has the same authority over Sst. Louis 
as it has over any other 
and can amend the charter 
wilt. The only advantage this city has over 
others is that it can, when it so desires, 
amend its own charter without the help of 
the Legislature; but this does not imply that 
the Legislature cannot amend as it chooses. 
The right or wrong of the bill, and whether 
the barriers should be let down entirely or 
the assessment for improving a street should 
be limited by the value of the property are 
questions on which op'nions differ. The 
point is made that it is wrong to take money 
from the general revenue to pay for an im- 
provement which immediately enhances the 
value of the property.

Importance to Merchants of the Indian 
Territory Opening. 


WHY S&T. LOUISANS WISH A _ CON- 
VENTION CALLED. 


The Amount and Description of Com- 
merce That Will Result From Opening 
the Indian Lands to Settlemsent—Presi- 
dent W. T. Anderson’s Scheme Meets 
With Hearty Approval 


The news that President W. T. Anderson of. 
the Merchants’ Exchange would request the 
Board of Directors to take steps for calling 
a convention to advocate the opening to set- 
tlement of the Indian Territory was re- 
ceived with great pleasure by the business 
men and manufacturers of the town. He has 
already received assurances of hearty sup- 
port and co-operation; many of the Board 
of Directors have expressed themselves as 
warmly in favor of the measure and there is 
opparently no opposition. It is probable 
that before the close of the week the 
convention will be called and the preliminary 
details will be arranged. 

TRADE POSSIBILITIES. 

Those who have not made a study of the 
matter do notappreciate the impetus given 
to the industries of acity by the settldment 
ofa totally or nearly totally unsettled tract 
of country which must draw its supplies from 
that city. Theshipments from the new ter- 

ritory willof course be light at first, but the 
purchases will necessarily be out of all pro; 
portion to the population. In a new 
country there are no mauufactories, 
no stocks of goods in store, 
and no farmers already supplied 
with alithe stock, farm vehicles and agri- 
cultural implements that they require, Set- 
tlers go in very withjliittle impedimenta, and 
everything they require has to be purchased. 
Itis therefore evident that the purchases 
made by those who settle a new country far 
exceed in amount those made in a much 
more populous section that has been long 


settied. 
DEMAND AND SUPPLY. 


As regards the St. Louis trade this would 
be particularly the case should the north- 
eastern part of the Indian Territory be thrown 
open to pre-emptors. What would be needed 
isexactly what St. Louis has to sell. The 
uvemand for agricultural implements, farm 
vehicles and horses and mules would of ne- 
cessity be immense, In these lines no city 
could complete with St. Louls, as direct rail- 
way lines run tothe very border of the Ter- 
ritory, and could be extended to all parts 
with great rapidity. The country is one in 
which mules would be very extensively used, 
and St. Louis isthe largest mule market in 
the world. Flour and provisions of all kinds 
must be purchased, and these St. Louis 
is prepared to supply at better” 
rates than any other center. In 
fact, its location is so favorable 
that nearly the entire traffic should be con- 
trolled here. 

AN ADVANTAGEOUS POSITION. 

The traffic that would flow from the new 
territory when its development is fairly un- 
der way is just the style of traffic that St. 
Louls is prepared to handle. The lands sulta- 
ble to the growth of wheat are very ex- 
tensive, and nearly all grown will be soft 
wheat, Inthe sales of this style of wheat 
this city stands first. Very little hard wheat 
will, in all probability, be grown, and 


the shipments will nearly all be neces- 
sarily to this city. The cotton grow- 
ing industry is expected to be one 
of the principal sources of wealth when the 
land is Drought under cultivation, and the 
cotton landsare s0 located that St. Louis 
rather than New Orleans would De selected 
asamarket.

THE HAWAIIAN OFFER. 


The advocates of an aggressive foreign 
policy and the army and navy whoopers 
have found occasion for another outburst 
in the Hawaiian revolution and the offer of 
the provisional Government to annex the 
Islands to the United States. They shout 
that possession of Hawaii is necessary 
to protect the interests, promote the glory 
and preserve the honor, even the inde- 
pendence of this country. They dangle 
over the American people the old and 
grizzled bugaboo of British greed and ag- 
gression. The time has come, they ex- 
claim, for the United States to assert 


earth fear their power. If we do not 
seize Hawaii, they say, Great Britain will 
seize it and will sweep our trade from the 
Pacific Ocean and menace the safety of the 
Pacific coast States. 

But if our safety depends upon th 
ownershipofthe Hawaiian Islands now, 
why has it not always been so? Why is it 
not necessary to own other islands in the 
Pacific or even to get possession of territory 
in Asia? Why has it not been necessary to 
own Cuba and to have possessions scat- 
tered about the Atlantic? Where is the 
policy of annexation and protection, if 
carried several thousand miles out in the 
Pacific Ocean, to end? 

We do not believe that silly talk of this 
sort will delude the American people into 
a policy so foreign to the principles of our 
Government and inimical to our highest 
interests as the annexation of territory 
separated from this continent, or the es- 
tablishment of protectorates over any 
countries. The greatest misfortune that 
could happen to the people of the 
United States would be the _ in- 
auguration of a policy of annexation 
and aggression which would cause 
entanglements and disputes with the con- 
sequent possibilities of war with foreign 
nations. The result of such a policy 
would be. the building up of army and 
naval equipment, which would be a heavy 
expense to the people and a constant men- 
ace to their real .interests at home and 
abroad. The fact is the greater part of the 
pressure for the adoption a policy of 
this kind is prompted not by patriotic, 
but by selfish motives. It comes from men 
who see in it opportunity for the advance- 
ment of their personal importance or 
special interests. Our unexhausted re- 
sources and our peaceful progress consti- 
tute our greatest strength. 

In the particular case of Hawaii it would 
be difficult to find a country less desirable 
as a part of the United States. We do not 
want its leprous and ignorant population 
and our uses for its territory are exhausted 
with the privileges of trade and harbor. 
We can secure these without annexation 
or the maintenance of a protectorate. 

The Monroe doctrine does not embrace 
the seas and we have no business scram- 
bling with great Britain or any other 
country for territorial aggrandizement. 
The most that our interests require is in- 
sistance upon equal privileges in Hawaiian 
territory and waters with any and all other 
nations. No huge fleet of warships is nec- 


essary to enforce this just demand.

TWO GOSPELS. 


Mr. Andrew Carnegie is the inventor 
and chief expositor and exponent of what 
is known as the gospel of wealth. There 
are many differences between this and the 
gospel of Christ, and although he has won 
many converts for his system the vast ma- 
jority of men still cling to the older be- 
lief. 

Mr. Carnegie has just returned to this 
country, after a very quiet and delightful 
sojourn abroad, and issues a manifesto to 
the people of the United States, asort of 
encyclical letter, in which occurs this pas- 
sage: 

Ielect toretain my capital in the manu- 
facturing business that I have helped to 
bulld up, because I have and always must 
have a great pride init, and for the further 
reason that my capital is thus made the 
direct employer of labor; it furnishes many 
‘men with steady work at good wages. I do 
not know any form of philanthropy so bene- 
ficial as this. There is no charity in 
it. I have not taken money out of 
the business for investment in outside things. 
T never intended to do so, and since I retired 
from business four years ago, when money 
has come to me beyond that required for liv- 
ing expenses, ithas been devoted to public 
uses. I have hoarded nothing, and shall 
never accumulate money. 1 shall not die rich 
apart from my interest in the business which 
may still be held at my death. 

This isthe core of the gospel according 
to Carnegie. He is the source of the pros- 
perity of his workingmen, because his 
capital furnishes employment which they 
could not possibly obtain were it not for 
his great-hearted benevolence, It used to 
be held that industry was impossible with- 
out capital and capitalists, but the doc- 
trine has been surrendered as a vicious 
economic fallacy by all except men with 
new gospels. But accuracy, even truth, 
does not count for much in Mr. Carnegie’s 
propaganda work. 

Again, Mr. Carnegie says he helped to 
build up-the manufacturing business in 
Pittsburg; no doubt he did, for he is a man 
of the greatest intellectual force and 
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i Mr. Carnegie to grab the profits 


the exclusion of others less able, but’ more 


scrupulous about mofality in legislation. 
The gospel feature of this ‘encyclical, 
however, is the information that since he 


retired from business he has devoted all of. 


the earnings of his business except what 
was needed for personal expenses to char- 
itable enterprises, This is the root'of the 
gospel. Mr. Carnegie gets)money by im- 
moral—though not illegal means—but he 
saves his gospel and. his conscience 
by giving it away in charity. 
right hand robs under laws - framed 
by his direction while the left gives away 
the plunder, or all except what iis 
necessary to keep up his Scotch castle and 
New York. mansion, This isa brutal way 
of putting it, but truth is often brutal to 
those whose ‘profit is in hypocrisy and 
lies, Mr. Carnegie has not yet demon- 
strated the superiority of his gospel over 
that of the Galilean. , 

THE remarkable story told by Mr. 
Chauncey M. Depew concerning Mr. 
Blaine’s attitude during the canvas for 
the nomination does not clear up any of 
the mysteries surrounding the episode, 
but it is very suggestive of speculation. 
It appears that Mr. Blaine foresaw Repub- 
lican defeat and knew that a nomination 
would be a sterile honor. As nearly as 
can be gathered he did not care for such an 
honor and this was the real cause 
of his withdrawal from the contest. But 
it seems to be equally clear that he would 
have permitted bis friends to go ahead 
and nominate him, apparently to beat 
Harrison. According to Mr. Depew a 
Blaine man in Minneapolis had a letter in 
his pocket to be produced after the ballot- 
ing, positively refusing to be a candidate. 
Tiere is an air of probability about this 
view as outlined by Depew which is in- 
creased by the fact that Emmons Blaine 
was on the ground actively at work 
for his father. Whatever may be the facts, 
however, it is safe to say that when the 
whole story is told it will be one of the 
most interesting in the history of Ameri- 
can politics.

High €chool Graduates. 


To the Editor of the Post, Dispatch: 

The fact alluded toin your paner that of 
the elghty graduates of the High School 
but ten were boys, cCeserves more 
than a passing notice. It opens a 
question of vital ptiblic interest and 


one that should recéivé earnest consid- 
eration. Why do Dboys seldom go beyond the 
grammer school? Itis not because parents 
covet the pittance they may earn so much as 
a widely prevailing impression that what is 
acquired at the High Schoolis largely orna- 
mental, and at the end of fouryears the boy 
who goes to work will be better equipped for 
the life struggle than the High School gradu- 
ate. The impression may be fallacious, but 
it exists nevertheless. 

The Manual Training School, a department 
of Washington University, is almost the plo- 
neer institution of the kind in this country. 
Its influence elsewhere is beyond calculation. 
It has been visited, copled, written about 
andalways commended, Its classes are al- 
ways full to overflowing, and its students, 
who are being given not only a liberal educa- 
tion, but made good practical blacksmiths, 
machinists, curpenters, etc., etc., are not 
the sons of the poor, but rich and well-to-do 
parents. Very few of the graduates follow 
the trades they learn, because that sort ofan 
education opens for them business chances 
on allsides. Many are superintendents and 
men; they don’t stay in_ the 

Such a system of education 
would not be much more expensive 
than the. High School to the _ school 
fund, and whena ane had finished he would 
have a livelihood at hiscommand. The idea 
of educating the hand as well asthe brain is 
fast permeating the whole country. Train- 
ing schools are being estaWlished and in 
many cases girls are taught es useful 
occupation as well as boys. here never 
was atime when there was so great a de- 
mand for educated skillfyl artisans. An 
enormous industry has grown up withina 
few years in wrought iron work. How many 
native American blacksmiths are there in St. 
Louis? As the matter now stands, as 1 have 
said before, most of the boys who are being 
thoroughly educated as artisans are the sons 
of rich or well-to-do people. Why not give 
the poor boys achance. In whatI have said 
I have scarcely touched upon the advantages 
both to the individual and to the State, and I 
trust that abler mindsthan mine may con- 
tinue the discussion and that 4 of 
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practical good may result. i,

EVIDENC? ON WHICH THE POLICE 
L°CKED’UP THE MEN. 


It Is Claimed That Richari Skinnick, a 
Former Bar-Keeper for Him, Had 
Trouble With the Old Man,and Had 
Proposed Robbing His ‘Till—The Other 
Prisoners—The Crime. ff ot 


: 

Three meh were arrested by the police. this 
morning on suspicion of having robbed and 
murdered John Williams, saloon-keeper at 
the northwest corner of Ninth and North 
Market street, who .was garrotted by 
thugs last night at 10:30 o’clock on North 
Market street, fifty yards above Broadway. 
The suspects are Richard Shinnick, a car- 
penter by trade, and Marion Cain and Dennis 
Gleason, switchmen employed by the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal company. 

Williams was 64 years old and was 
known by the rounders in the neighborhood 
of his saloon as ‘‘old man’’ Williams. His 
place was aresort foratough class of hard 
drinkers, and his goods seem to have 
had a peculiarly permanent éffect, 
for almost all the men who 
spent Sunday there had ‘‘holdover’’ 
drunks this morning when the police went 
about gathering witnesses and making ar- 
rests. The old man boarded at the Waverly 
Hotel at Eighth and Market streets, and was 
in the habit of taking the Broadway cars at 
the closing Jour at night.. His receipts for 
the day amounted to $20 yesterday, 
and last night he took that 
sum fromthe till, closed up the place and 
started down North Market-~-street towards 
Broadway. 

THE ASSAULT. 

He had nearly reached the corner, where 
where he expected to take a car, when he 
was seized from behind by strongarms, The 
garotter’s grip was fastened about his neck 
and he was thrown to the _ ground, 
and while he was prostrate on his back the 
thugs jumped upon his stomach and stamped 
and beat him until he was _  insensible. 
Ilis pockets were then rifled, the footpads 
getting one $5 gold piece, one $2 bill, two $1 
bills and $11 in silver. His assailants then 
fled and officers Meyers and Walsh 
soon afterward came upou the old 
man and picked him up. They 
helped him to the Fourth District 
police station, two blocks away, where he 
stated that he could not tell who the robbers 
were. One man, he said, was of HMNght com. 
plexion, medium build, about 30 years of age 
and wore a round-topped hat and alight 
coat. He could give no description of the 
others, but thought there werethree. Ie 
said he did not think he could identify any of 
them if they were caught. Willlams 
complained of intense pains in his stomach, 
and was sent inan ambulance tothe Dispen- 
safy and thence to the City Hospitai. He 
died about 2:15 o’clock this morning. 

From Charles Norcross of 2302 North 
Eleventh street, Thomas Burk, 921 North 
Market street, and others, Capt. KAlely 
learned this morning facts which led 
them to suspect Sthinnick, Cain anda 
Gleason might be the murderers. The men 
were all wellknown and were soon brought 
in by Officers Maloney and Foster and Special 
Officer Bamrick. 

EVIDENCE AGAINST THE PRISONERS. 

The evidence on which the men were ar- 
rested is purely circumstantial. ‘The three 
prisoners were together, it 1s claimed, yes- 
terday afternoon and drank heavily in Will- 
iams’ saloon. The evidence points with 
more directness to Shinnick and the other 
two were held because they are Known to 
have been with him through the 
greater partof the day and in the evening. 
Shinnick worked as bartender for Williams 
for two weeks, and a fortnight arco was dls- 
charged, it is said, because business was 
dull, and the old man had concluded torun 
the place alone. There was a row, so the 
story goes, over the settlement between the 
two, Shinnick, who had drawn money 
from time totime, claiming, it ts said, $175 
morethan Williams paid him. He kicked up 
agreattuss about it and finally went away 
angry, it is alleged. But he continued to 
make the saloon his loafing place, though, it 
is claimed, that he frequently said he meant 
to geteven withthe old man. Yesterday he 
drank heavily tnere, generally by courtesy 
of Tom Burk, who had money, while Shin- 
nick had only 30 cents, according to 
the story. All through the afternoon 
Shinnick was disposed to make trouble, it is 
claimed. At one time he approached the 
bar, it is related, and told Willilamsthat some 
man with whom he had been playing a game 
in which marbles were used on a table, had 
lost the drinks and slipped out of the door, 

‘*IT won the drinks,’’ heis reported to have 
said, ‘‘and I want them.’’ 

Williams replied that no drinks had been 
paid for, and refused to set them up. 

‘*The house is responsible for them,’’ it Is 
alleged Shinnick sald, 

‘*You Know better than that,’’ retorted 
Williams. ‘‘What do you wanttokickupa 
row for?’’ 

Shinnick finally dropped the matter and 
later he went over to Burk and is 
claimed tohave said: ‘‘The old man says 
you owe him $1330.’’ 

‘*I don’t any such thing. How about that, 
old man?’’ Burk is quoted assaying. ‘‘He 
says 1 owe you $1.30.’’ 

**I never said so,’’ said Williams, accord- 
ing tothe story, whocame out from behind 
the bar and ordered Shinnick, it is alleged, 
out of the saloon. The latterwent away 
threatening to ‘‘fix’’ the old map, it Is re- 
ported. 

CAIN’S STATEMENT. 

During the afternoon, it is claimed, Shin- 
nick and Cain had a quarrel 
the saloon about a $2 
which, it is alleged, Shinnick 
Cain had taken from behind the counter 
when he, Shinnick, was tending bar. Cain, 
it ts stated, said Shinnick had refused to give 
him change when he paid for drinks and ad- 
mitted having snatched the $2 bill and re- 
fused to give any of it back.: The men 
Serta angrily and Shinnick went out of tne 

ack door. When he had gone Cain, it is 
claimed, said in the presence of 
Burk, Norcross and others that Shinnick had 
tried to get him to help tap the old man’s till 
a few days before. ‘‘The old man was 
asleep in his chair,’’ said Cain, *‘and Shin- 
nick saidtome: ‘I’ll stand in front of him 
and you go through the box.’ I refused to 
do it and he said: ‘Will you stand here, 
so he won’t see me if he wakes, 
and I'll tap the till myseif 
I wouldn’t do that either, and he said: 
‘Well, you are —— —— fool.’ ”’ is 

All the men under arrest stoutly deny any 
knowledge of the assaultandrobbery. Capt. 
Kiely attempted to corner Shinnick in a con- 
versation they had in the holdover in the 
Station.

MUST BE REPEALED. 


Cleveland’s Views on the Sherman Silver 
Coinage Law. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—A Republican morn- 

ing paper prints the following: A prominent 


| Democrat of this State, who has a national 


reputation, hada chat with President-elect 
Cleveland yesterday inthis city,in the course 
of which Mr. Cleveland stated frankly what he 
was doing and what his policy would bein 
respect to federal appointments. e 

‘*Mr. Clevelana,’’ said this Democrat, ‘‘is 
thinking now more about the repeal of the 
Sherman silver actand of the settlement of 
the silver problem generally than he Is of 
Cabinet appointments. But the Cabi- 
met appointments, as well as other 
appointments, will be largely gov- 
erned by Mr. Cleveland’s evident de- 
sire to stop the coinage of the pres- 
ent dishonest silver dollar. Mr. Cleve- 
land regards the silver issue as the para- 
mount.one in politics, superior even to the 
tariff. Thesettlement of the Government’s 
relation to silver, therefore, will have pre- 
cedence of the settlement of the tariff Is- 
sue. The Shermanact, in his opinion,is a 
peril to the country and it must be repealed 
before anything else can be done with safe- 
ty. Feelingas keenly as he does upon the 
matter, Mr. Cleveland cannot but observe 
with astonishment the conduct of certain 
Democratic Congressmen, who aftera visit 
to him forthe purpose of pushing the ap- 
pointment of certain friends of theirs to high 
federal offices return to Washington 
and do thelr utmost not only to 
prevent the repeal of the Sherman 
silver act, but even work hard to 
pass a free coinage act. These 
gentlemen will learn before another year 
has passedthat Mr. Cleveland does not in- 
tend to put in high Government positions 
men who wiil attempt to defeat his policy in 
respectto silver, and that he has observed 
the action of such Democratic Congressmen 
at Washington who, pretending to be his 
friends, steadily favor in committees,and on 
the floor of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, the free coinage of silver.’’ 

‘*‘What Cabinet appointments has Mr. 
Cleveland thus far decided upon?’’ asked the 
reporter. 

‘*Only two—John G. Carlisle of Kentucky 
for Secretary of the Treasury and DanielS. 
Lamont of New York for Secretary of War. 
Both of these appointments are in the line of 
Mr. Cleveland’s policy of unrelenting hos- 
tility tothe 64-cent silver dollar. Mr. Car. 
lisle, as Secretary of the Treasury, of course, 
will. be called upon, especially, to carry 
out the President-elect’s policy in respect to 
silver, but Col. Lamont can also be depended 
upon to enforce loyally this feature of Mr.
